Plane are already laid for the pro- 
duction of the year's MeGill Annual 
The Editor-in-Chief of the new edi- 
tion of "Old McOill 1935" Is Arthur M. 
Thurston, of Engineering, while John 
Nolan will take up the position of 
Managing Editor. Mr. Thurston was 
connected with the Annual of last 
year as Photographic Editor. The re 
mstnder of the editorial staff, will be 
made public early next week, it was 
announced last night. 

The organization of this year's book 
has already commenced, and tenders 
from local firms for the photographic 
work are now acceptable. This section 
of the publication will be completed 
earlier than has hitherto been done 
Those graduating this year will have 
their pictures taken by the fifteenth of 
December, and they will thus have the 
pictures as Christmas presents' If they 
so desire. Campus societies and clubs 
will pose for the photographer before 
t he end of January. In this way, the 

• early work will be completed before 
the ■ usual time, and the editors will be 
left free to- concentrate on other phases 
of the Annual. This year, the copies 
of "'Old McOill 1935" will be available 
by April first, If- the present schedule 
Is completed. It will be recalled that 
last year's edition was delayed until 

Uhe fifteenth of May.

The Editorial Board will be announced 
In the near future, together with the 
details of the book. The sports section 
will, be under the editorship of one 
man. The position of Sports Editor, 
created last year will be filled by some- 
one prominent in Sports News circles 
around the Campus. The Board, when 
appointed, expect to speed up the pro- 
duction of the. Annual considerably, 
arid the Managing Editor requests co- 
operation in this respect by all the 
Campus organizations. They are es- 
pecially asked to. watch the Daily. for 
the dates on which photographs con- 
cerning them will be taken.

THE indifferent, the constitutional' con- 
servative, the hedonist, the idealist 
: ; and thè critical realist — these constitute

As far as it. is possible to resolve 
students, and. all other human beings for 
that matter, into their .lowest common 
factor and to separate them into "typés " 
jt may be. genèràlly concèdèd' that this 
classification is quite as all-èmbracing as 
any that has hitherto been enunciated.

the thrice-read notice-board, who fidgets 
impatiently with library books on the 
stalls and who is seen drifting almost un- 
consciously from one lecture-room to 
another. Though he 'seldom utters a wprd, 
still we feel his presence for we realize 
that this is no mere dead-head, but rather 
one whose disposition has been unduly 
moulded, by an exceptional series of events 
and circumstances. On account of his 
extreme self consciousness and consequent 
suppression of all natural expression and 
néhâvior, he is lost among his fellow-men. 

Notwithstanding, Qur subject is fully 
conscious and aware of his infirmity. His 
false imaginings; which have caused him 
such inexplorable suffering, are acutely 
examined by himself, yet there remains 
an unalterable barrier which must be sur- 
passed before he can rid himself of this 
"complex;" His natural reaction is usually 
one of self-pity or, on the other hand, of 
self-torture, and his attitude, towards 
everything and everybody is deeply couched 
in cynicism and contempt. 

Of the reality of such a person, there 
can be little doubt. And that there exists a 
sufficient number of these to warrant the 
stigmu of a new type is a likely matter for 
dispute: However, whether or not it is 
decided that this student represents a 
certain type, the fact is not altered that 
the problem is a definitely acute one, and 
that it offers difficulties in huge propor- 
tions towards its solution. •

" CLAUDE DUBUC. ' 
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Sigmund Rornberg 

i NE of the most colorful radio personalities is Sig- 
mund Romberg. Born in Hungary, in 1887, Sig- 
mund Romberg was destined by his own choice to 
became a bridge engineer; To - that 'end he attended 
the high school, and, later, ''the' university St Buda- 
pest. Despite the young Romberg's technical aspir- 
ations, however, he also posessed a natural genius 
for music. This talent he began to exhibit even as 
a child, to much so that at the age of six his par- 
ents decided that it could not be neglected. As -a 
result oif this decision the child was put under the 
guidance of a private tutor. • 

Even while he attended the university Romberg's 
musical, education was not neglected. At the age of 
sixteen the Budapest College of Music invited him to 
lead its seventy-piece orchestra In a waltz of " his 
own composition. This started the youthful composer 
on his gradual climb in the .field of music. The com- 
position, as well as the conducting technique of this 
young man were so meritorious that he was acclaim- 
ed as one of the rising .s^ars.of the -.musical world. 

In 1910 Romberg arrived in American. -Although 
his music was already recognized and appreciated in 
Europe, the composer had to struggle on for three 
years, running from publisher to publisher, and from 
producer to producer,, until he finally gained a cer- 
tain amount of recognition. His first success was tlie 
revue "The Whirl of New York", which was pro- 
duced at' the Winter Garden. From that time on he 
wrote many light musical scores, and between the 
years of 1914 and 1921, he wrote the music for every 
production in whlclv appeared Al Jolson, ,and Willie 
and Eugene Howard. 

The fame of this master of the Lighter Classics 
does not, however, rest on the scores of musical re- 
vues which he composed but on the operettas. His 
first attempt along operatic lines came in 1914, when 
he wrote "The Blue Paradise". The enthusiasm with 
which > this operetta .was received started Romberg 
on a career of operettas, the calibre of- which was 
in a continual state of improvement: It was at that 
time that he gave the world ' such 1 melodious works 
as "May time", "Follow Me," and "My Lady's Glove." 

In 1919 Sigmund Romberg decided to try his 
hand at' producing his own works. It was in that 
capacity that he brought onto the stage three of his 
lighter works,— "Maglç Melody", '-'Poor Little Ritz 
Girl", arid "Love Birds".- However, the business of 
producing took away too much of his time, and left 
him a negligible amount for the pursuit of his be- 
loved music. In consequence of that he gave up his 
production, duties, and in 1921 he wrote Ills "Blos- 
som Time", which established him as one of Amer- 
ica's' foremost composers of . light opera. From- that 
time oh he wrote no more re.v.ueSr~~ . . 

Encouraged by the success or "Blossom Time", 
which broke aU theatre --records of attendance on 
Broadway, : Romberg- : wen't on to experiment along 
thè lines of the Ope'r» Comique by using large chor- 
uses of men and women and excluding almost com- 
pletely the dance routines. Bis first work along these 
"élu*d»hl ! Pfrncé' t . J The operetta was 
huch acclaiài : that it ran on Broadway 
for over a year, playing to capacity audlsnoes. Be- 
sides its American run, the operetta was also a big 
hit in England, Usance; Holland, and Scandinavia, 
thus establishing ; "Romberg's International reputa- 
tion. " ; \ ' 

In 1926 he wrote his second great operetta, "The 
Desert Song",' tnè'fir'sTbf his works to be made in r 
to a talking picture. Ever sines then he has also 
written "The New Moon",, and "'Nina Rosa", which 
further added, to 'his prestige. His contract with the 
movie induètry-'Has alio brought fourth many in- 
spired pieces of music. 
. Now Mr. Romberg lives in his New York home, 
.voting all his tlme ( to the • composition of :iew 
USlc. He is married to' an American Woman. Most 
: Ills time now is spent in writing music ;or the 
dio industry.

The total wheat 
crop is officially estimated at 277 mil- 
lion bushels as compared with 283 mil- 
lion bushels last year and an -average' 
of 408 "million bushels , for, the - pre- 
ceding five years. The .yield of oats 
Is placed at 345 million bushels as 
against an average of 399 million 
bushels for the" years 1928 to 1932; 
of barley at 69 million bushels against 
104 million bushels; of 'rye. at 6',£mll- 
llon bushels against .13 million 'bushels 
and of flaxseed at one million bushels 
against three million' bushels.'' The 
poor crops this year are attributed al- 
most entirely to thè unfavourable 
weather conditions which prevailed 
generally throughout the whole of 
North America. Fall wheat In Ontario) 
suffered severe wlnter-killlrïg 'and the 
outturn Is only one-half as large as 
last year.- Hay was a small crop in 1 
many parts of Canada, pastures have 
been poor and feed supplies will be 
short this coming winter in spite of 
the Increases reported for coarse 
grains as compared with last year. 

The area sown to spring wheat in 
the three Pairie Provinces was re- 
duced from 35,177,000 acres in 1933 to 
23,396,000 acres this year. The south- 
ern sections of all provinces suffered 
from drought but conditions in the 
north were much better, particularly' 
In Alberta. In that province the yield 
of wheat per acre averaged 15 % bushels 
as against' 12 bushels last year. The 
Alberta wheat crop this year is larger 
than that In Saskatchewan, yielding 
116 million bushels against 94% million 
bushels In 1933. Manitoba reports • 
slight Increase but the crop -in Sas- 
katchewan is much smaller, In many 
areas a complete failure. The total . 
prairie wheat crop is placed at 265 
million bushels against 263 million 
bushels last year. The quality of the 
crop Inspected to date has been high 
and prices are substantially better than 
a year ago. The yield of coarse grains 
is somewhat larger than In 1933 but 
still much below thè .Jong-term av- 
erage. Winter feed supplies for live- 
stock are causing grave, concern. Plans 
are being formulated for the disposi- 
tion of some 125,000 head of cattle.

aging more than one hundred million 
dollars a year, the Canadian chemical 
Industry constitutes an excellent ex- 
ample or the advanced development ol 
Canadian manufacturing. It confutes 
the Ideas of those foreigners who still 
consider Canada an undeveloped 
country largely developed upon wheat, 
lumber, fish and furs. On the whole, 
the chemical Industry has come 
through the depression In a notable 
manner: Not only has there been, but 
little contraction in the volume» of pro- 
duction, but the need for new products 
has led. to the building of pew plants 
and the installation of new equipment 
at a time when a. large proportion of 
the plant of many other Industries lias 
been lying idle, at a time, in fact, 
when lack of confidence in the pros 
pects in other Industries has prevented 
them from securing the capital neces- 
sary for normal maintenance and re- 
pairs. Some authorities have traced 
the ohemical industry of Canada 'back 
to the establishment of a factory for 
the .manufacture of explosives for the 
mines. Whether or not this was the 
true beginning of the industry, it Is 
certain that the acute need of the 
Allies for a wide variety of chemicals, 
particularly those required in the pro- 
duction of explosives, stimulated rapid 
development during the war. With the 
start made at that time as a base, the 
expansion since then has been phenom- 
enal. 1 

The period since the war has been 
peculiarly notable because of the tre- 
mendous gains of industrial chemistry 
in many countries. The desire to create 
chemical industry which would 
render the country relatively independ- 
ent of foreign resources in the con- 
tingency of war, led a number of coun- 
tries to grant special assistance for the 
creation or expansion of this industry. 
■Further, as economic nationalism be- 
came more and more the mode in in- 
ternational affairs and as each nation 
strove to limit Imports, the newly-de- 
veloping chemical industries were 
among the first to receive special con- 
sideration when tariffs of all kinds 
were being raised to excessive levels. 
Thus with many governments, indus- 
trial companies and .private benefac- 
tors endowing ivarlous institutions for 
research In this field, a rapid succession 
of new discoveries was achieved. The 
direct outcome of "this period of Inten- 
se researoh was" the creation of a 
number of new materials, and the in- 
direct outcome was a series of rapid 
changes in almost all Industries as new 
chemical products which competed 
with old-established products, were 
put on the market, or as the new ma- 
terials were substituted in the manu- 
facture of established products. 
There are few. articles in common 

U3e which have not been materially 

. • ■■ ■ ■ 

affected in their composition as the 

result of recent chemical discoveries. 
On the one hand, as in the case of 
aluminum, a new metal has become 
the material out of which many prod- 
ucts are manufactured; on the other 
hand, wood pulp in the form of rayon 
and celanese constitutes a new com- 
petitive factor in the textile field. In 
each of these instances, Canada has 
large, new manufacturing plants which 
supply the requirements of the home' 
market and are able to manufacture 
on a sufficient basis so that they ex- 
port to other countries on a substantial 
scale. Although aluminum, a product 
of the electro-chemical industry, is no 
longer counted among Canadian chem- 
ical products, it should not be forgot- 
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booted a rouge for McGill's first score, 
• making it 5-1 for Loyola.

There has bsen no more startling 
development in .'the . pulp and paper 
industry than the rapid spread, in the 
use of cellophane, another chemical 
transformation of cellulose:- New chem- 
ical discoveries presage further de- 
velopments in the pulp and paper In- 
dustry. At the present time, well-de- 
veloped experiments are under way in 
the direction of producing a iww 
transparent grease-resisting wrapping 
paper and a paper milk bottle so cheap 
that it may be .destroyed after once 
being used. Tough paper bags are" now 
being used for. the shipment of cement 
and the time may not be far off when 
this type of bag will have superseded 
jute bags in other important industries. 
Canadian Chemical Industries 
The chemical • Industry of Canada 
ranks well among the chemical indus- 
tries of the world. Canadian Industries 
Limited, developed from Canadian Ex- 
plosives Limited,' have expanded and 
diversified production until to-day they 
are the largest Canadian manufactur 
era of acids; ilkaiies, chlorines and 
fertilizers, and have also become an 
Important factor In the painf industry, 
In addition, they are the principal 
manufacturers of artificial, leathers and 
the only manufacturers of cellophane 
in Canada.- Among their most interest 
ing product* are those derived from 
cellulose. Ceilulosewasîlrst used chem 
ically as a base for gun cotton. At the 
present time the chemist transforms 
it Into cellophane, fabrikoids or lac 
quers such as Duco, and in combina 
Mon with resins, it is used in the manu 
facture of many other products. 

In practice, chemical companies tend 
to produce a "continually increasing 
variety of products from the same set 
of raw materials with which they have 
manufactured their first or primary 
product, in an exceptionally interest 
ing article entitled "The Invisible 
Science", in a recent issue of Maclean's 
Magasine, there appeared the attached 
chart showing • the use made of sieve'n 
basic materials in the ten major divis- 
ions of Canadian', industries Limited, 
In six of the' "fen" divisions, four or 
more of these seven basic materials 
are used and sulphuric acid in nine of 
them. 

When one considers the widely vary- 
ing forms into 'which cellulose may be 
transformed, it is not surprising that 
a chemical company usually, makes use 
of comparatively . few raw ; materials. 
Many chemical products are used al- 
most entirely for the - production of 
further chemical products. Thus, from 
an industrial point of view, there are 
few chemicals of greater importance 
than sulphurlo acid/ At Coppercllff, 
Ontario, the smoke from the smelter 
of the International' Nickel Company 
contains a large^proportion' of sulphur. 
This smoke is how used by Canadian 
Industries for thé manufacture of sul 
phurio acid at the rate of about one 
hundred and fifty tons per day. , 

At Shawinigan Falls, Quebec, a 
chemical industry is established which 
Is essentially Canadian in character. 
It was developed by Canadianichem 
ists and has' utilized Canadian re 
sources; " It "has found a world-wide 
market for its products and Shawin- 
igan Chemicals Limited is one of the 
largest power consumers in the country, 
Even before the war this plant pro- 
duced calcium' carbide on a large scale;' 
the calcium carbide, in turn, is used to 
produce acetylene gas which is of im 
portance in modern welding.' In 1915 
these processes' became of great im<- 
portance in the production of acetone 
for cordite and acetic acid. To-day the 
plant has been much enlarged and its 
production greatly diversified. By the 
application of hydro-electric energy to 
lime and coke, carbide is made and 
from 'carbide a series' of 'synthetic or- 
ganic compounds; It -is'a pecull ; » fact 



the the Consolidated Mining and 
Smelting Company at Trail. British 
Columbia. The. great stacks of this 
plant emitting huge volumes of sul- 
phur smoke were considered a menace 
to vegetation in the surrounding 
country. When the wind' carried 'this 
smoke over the international boundary, 
famous lawsuits ensued. Now that 
Smelters make use of this smoke for 



industrial competition. .older. countries 
have had "the advantages resultins 
from lons-cStabtehcd manufacturing 
hidiutiiei With older industries being 
pushed to the wall by' new develop- 
ments, Canada will not be at an un- 
due disadvantage in comparison with 
long-e3tablishcd competitors. There 
are few precedents in the chemical 
age. Where the conservationist of 
twenty years ago was' afraid that 
world resources of some /commodities 
would be quickly exhausted, the pres- 
ent theory seems to be that when a 
material 'is valued at a high price ."it

For McGill, Fletcher stood out with the yield from 33. million pounds in 
his work on the line. McQuarrie was 1933; t o less than 25 million pounds. 

Prices paid producers, for tobacco are 
much higher than last. Early vege- 
tables were also seriously damaged by 
the unusually heavy frosts in August 
but late crops are s expected to give 
average, yields. 

The acreages sown In Quebec were 
slightly 'increased, weather conditions 
have not been so unfavourable as in 
other parts of the Dominion arid yields 
are generally better. The oat orop is 
placed at 50 million bushels against 
45 million bushels in 1933.. The acreage 
sown to potatoes was Increased by 4 
per cent and the condition of this crop 
is generally better than at this time 
last year. 

■ Maritime crops . suffered i from dry 
weather, and while grains are of good 
quality, yields are .below normal. The 
hay. crop was particularly light and 
prices have risen sharply.' The total 
yield'; of oats for the Maritime Prov- 
inces as a whole shows a ten per cent 
decrease from 1933. The winter, feed- 
ing of. cattle is presenting a serious 
problem and it is expected that the 
number of animals retained on the 
farms will be reduced. Potato plant- 
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an average crop of 3,640.000 barrels for 
the five years 1928 to 1932, The crop 
.last' year was 1 of record volume ! but 
orchards - were severely damaged- last 
winter, particularly in' Quebec and On- 
,tario. ; .In these provinces, the yield of 
apples is not expected to be more than 
one-third of the 1933 total. Peaches 
and pears are also giving smaller re- 
turns. Some damage was also reported 
in Nova . Scotia but the Annapolis 
Valley crop, while less than the bump- 
er harvest last year, is expected to be 
better than average. Orchards in 
British Columbia were not seriously 
Injured and returns will be higher than 
in 1933/ ... 



ferenb. members of this group of organio 
chemicals, some of which are used in 
explosives; may "be. controlled In such 
a manner as to produce the resilient 
resins, necessary for a- chewing gum 
(now on the market), or transformed 
into a hard, transparent resin .which 
may> eventually prove satisfactory as a 
substitute fbr shatter-proof glass. In 
the meantime, other forms and colour- 
ings of this same group are being used 
for new and .'attractive sets of brushes 
.and combs, cups and various decorative 
containers. It has the advantage over 
the celluloid group of products in that 
it is relatively non-inflammable. • 
Perhaps thé largest source of . sul- 
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for fer- 
tilizers, trouble from this source Is a 
thing of the past. 

Because of the great fertility of the 
Prairies, Canadian farmers have not 
felt that .it was worth while to make 
much use of fertilizers. Plant growth, 
however, Is a chemical process and 
since , the plant foods found in" the soil 
have been reduced in quantity, replace- 
ment has become necessary. Smelters 
have co-operated with model farms in 
the West to show that with compara- 
tively small expenditure for fertilizers, 
crop yield and quality could be greatly 
improved. The results were sufficiently 
striking so that a beginning has been 
made in the use of fertilizers in the 
West. 

Formerly, the nitrate deposits of 
Chile were thé world's chief source of 
nitrogen for fertilizer. With the acute 
need for nitrogen during the War, 
methods for securing it - from the air 
were perfected and developed. The 
Cyanamld Company at Niagara Falls, 
one of the làrgest fertilizer companies' 
on this Continent, takes nitrogen from 
the air and by the use of electrical en- 
ergy converts it Into cyanamid. An- 
other important . product manuf aetured 
by this company .is that essential 
chemical: for gold extraction sodium 
cyanide. 

in the first paragraph of this arti- 
cle it was stated that the- ability of 
the chemical Industry to withstand the 
depression has been noteworthy. In 
point of fact there have been notable 
instances of expression in this indus- 
try during the depression. Canadian 
Industries Limited .built their cello- 
phane plant at Shawinigan Fails in 
1931-32 and- they, are at present erect- 
ing a- plant for the electrolitlc produc- 
tion '.of caustic ■ soda and chlorine at 
Cornwall, Ontario. Couitauids Lim- 
ited have recently made a large outlay 
of capital to increase their capacity at 
Cornwall. • The fertilizer plant of the 
Consolidated Mining & Smelting^Com- 
pany also was built since the onset of 
the depression. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
records the value of Canadian chemical 
production as shown in the following 
table. It wlii be noted that the peak 
vaille was reached in 1929 when the 
total exceeded $138 million. While it 
fell as' low as 192:. million. In 1933, this 
was a much smaller decline than that 
In many manufacturing industries, and 
judging by the reports received to date, 
the recovery shown in 1934 will prove 
to have been substantial. ',. 

With the rapid changes whleh are 
constantly being made in chemical 
processes and , products, , the. question 
hàa been raised as to whether the 
chemical industry is a safe place for 
the investment of capital. Chemical 
engineers reply that it is far less dan- 
gerous to invest in chemical companies, 
which are making every possible effort 
to keep abreast of new developments, 
than' in many older industries, par- 
ticularly those which have failed to 
take cognizance of new chemical 
achievements. In. Great Britain and 
the United States there ,are many large 
industrial companies' which have fol- 
lowed the example set in Germany arid 
have added a competent chemical ch- 



pany Informed as to chemical develop 
monts which may have direct or in- 
direct influence upon their own in- 
dustry. More and more industry is be- 
ginning to see its function as being 
that of supplying a general need, rath- 
er than manufacturing a definite arti- 
cle from a particular material. Some 
glass, companies, for instance, have 
come to realize that they are pro- 
ducers of containers the new. develop-, 
ments of- chemistry may lead them in- 
to .the production of articles, made of 
other ' materials than glass when such 
materials, serve the purpose better ' or 
more/cheaply than glass. Throughout 
i^e ..chemical; industries the emphasis 
laid upon research and the necessity 
for. keeping abreast of the results of 
researoh in competitive and allied Unes 
has become one of the mo3t basic prin- 
ciples. 

At the present time . it Is eiectrical 
and chemical industries which arc 
spending the largest amounts upon re- 
searoh, and the return from- this in- 
vestment may be estimated in terms of 
the rapid transformations which such 
research has made in all types of in- 
dustry. That Canada should have 
and maintain a leading place in these 
new developments is most important' 
to her present economic '^welfare and 
to her future 'position In International
